SOLON LOW DEFEATED 

Hon. Peter Dawson, speaker in 
the last legislature, was also elected 
in Little Bow, but Provincial Treas- 
urer Solon Low went down to de- 
feat in Warner where James H. 
Walker, Independent, was success- 
ful. 

E. L. Gray, former leader of the 
Liberal party in the province, but 
running in this election under 
the banner of the Independents 
was beaten in Bow Valley-Emp- 
ress by W. E. Cain, a Social 
Crediter. In the last legislature 
Mr. Gray held one of the Ed- 
monton seats, 

Hon. Lucien Maynard, minister 
of municipal affairs, was ahead in 
Beaver River as was Hon. D. B. 
Mullen, minister of agriculture, in 
Camrose, but neither one was sure 
of election early today, and in both 
cases it appeared that a count of 
the second choice ballots will be 
necessary before the result is 
known, 

The single transferable vote 
system, as used in the 47 single 
member ridings, requires that the 
candidate must have a majority 
overall others before being elected, 
and where the vote is close, as it is 
in the majority of the ridings where 
the decision is still in doubt, the 
way in which second choices go 
will decide the issue. 


KEEPS OUTOME IN DOUBT 

In Calgary and Edmonton the 
proportional representation system 
of voting is in force, and if more 
than two or three counts are neces- 
sary before five candidates reach 
the quota set for election, it may 
be Saturday before the final results 
for these cities is known, 

Tt is for this reason, and because

As soon as the first count was 
completed, the corps of 70 counters 
took an’ hour off for breakfast and 
then commenced distribution of Mr. 
Manning's surplus. 

Workers continued their counting 
throughout the night and final 
check-up of the count was com- 
pleted at 8:45 a.m. 

With a large surplus of votes to 
distribute from Mr, Manning, the 
counters had to go to work and 
allocate his second choices. 

This is a laborious task and the 
second count was not expected to 
be completed until well on in the 
afternoon,

Manion Replaces 
Logic With Abuse 
Premier Declares

OTTAWA, March 22.—Instead of discussing public issues 
on their merits, the Conservative leader, Dr. R. J. Manion, 
and some of his supporters made “a deliberate effort to 
destroy the reputations of public men,” Prime Minister Mac- 
kenzie King declared in a 30-minute election broadcast last 


night. 

Mr, King said substitution of 
“the grossest kind of personal 
abuse for political argument” is 
the process which destroyed dem- 
ocratic government in Germany, 
and “is all too rapidly making its 
evil presence felt in our own 
land.” 


In the last of his national net- 
work addresses Mr. King told the 
voters that in Tuesday's Dominion 
election they would be helping to 
select an administration which 
would guide Canada through the 
war, and possibly represent Canada 
at the peace table. 


ONLY TWO CHOICES 

With the National government 
party—the only other group with 
enough candidates to form a gov- 
ernment if successful at the polls, 
Mr. King asked the electors to 
choose between an experienced ad- 
ministration and one made up of 
men “still unknown and bound to- 
gether by no common principle or 
agreed policies.” 

Speaking of third groups, none of 
which had enough candidates to 
form a government, the prime min- 
ister said their “untried theories” 
should be left for discussion after 
the war. 

“A vote cast for the candidate 
of a political group without hope 
of a majority in parliament can- 
not, fin the present situation, be

The provincial election is over Let it 
be over. Post-mortems cannot change the 
result, There is no profit in threshing 
over old straw. Prolonging the contro- 
versy can only create bitterness. Dissen- 
sion, when it cannot alter facts, butters 
no parsnips.

The Issue and The Choice

Except that in- 
stead of 3!, per cent the bonds drew in- 
terest up to 514 per cent; and the holders 


did not have to pay income taxes on the 
interest they received. 

The present war, however, is being fi- 
nanced by different methods. When the 
first war loan was issued a few weeks ago 
the bonds were not traded to financial cor- 
porations and wealthy men by any hole-in- 
corner deal. They were offered to the 
general public, and the books were kept 
open long enough for everyone to buy 
who wanted to buy. 

For the $250,000,000 of bonds there 
were 178,363 applications, which works 
out at something Jéss than $1,400 per ap- 
plication. More than 96 per cent of the 
applications were for blocks of from $50 
to $5,000, averaging $664. There were 
121,407 applications for amounts of $500 
or under, averaging $235. Nearly two- 
thirds of the whole amount was applied 
for by individuals, as distinguished from 
corporations large and small. The appli- 
cants got bonds in proportion to the 
amounts they wanted. 

The Big Shots who bought these bonds 
were 96 per cent persons who had only 
from $50 to $5,000 to invest, and three- 
quarters of the buyers had only $500 or 
less each to offer. These are the people 
into whose pockets the bulk of the bond 
interest will go. Are they to be grudged 
314 per cent for the use of the savings 
they had accumulated and were willing to 
put into the war chest? 


Conscription 


The conscription bogey has been sum- 
moned from limbo, and seems to be the fa- 
vorite platform companion of some elec- 
tion orators. Thus Mr. Coldwell, who has 
been doing the heavy campaign work for 
the C.C.F. party, points ominously to 
clauses in the Militia Act which empower 
the Government of Canada to call out 
every able-bodied man in the country for 
its defence in emergency; and recalls that 
Hon. Ian Mackenzie once expressed the 
opinion that these clauses might be inter- 
preted to mean defence either in Canada 
or outside—oversea in terms of present 
significance. 

It is to the point to note that the only 
Government which ever imposed conscrip- 
tion in Canada did not think such an in- 
terpretation of the Militia Act to be good 
enough legal ground upon which to pro- 
ceed, though the clauses cited had already 
been argued to be sufficient for the pur- 
pose. Mr. Mackenzie and Mr. Coldwell are 
therefore accepting a proposition that was 
rejected by Sir Robert Borden and his 
cabinet. Conscription was _ introduced 
during the former war under a_ special 
measure, not under the Militia Act. 


Everyone knows that when conscrip- 
tion is spoken of the assumed reference is 
not to the calling out of the citizenry en 
masse for the defence of Catiada in Can- 
ada. It means, and is commonly under- 
stood to mean, the conscription of men for 
Service oversea. And every newspaper 
reader knows the present Government of 
Canada is pledged as clearly as words 
could convey the pledge not to impose con- 
scription for service oversea. Nor is it 
any mystery, nor is there any pretense to 
the contrary, that to introduce conscrip- 
tion would immediately wreck the Gevern- 
ment and split the country from end to 
end. 


Then what kind of conscription are Mr. 
Coldwell and his associates talking about? 
Is it the highly improbable, but undoubt- 
edly possible, calling of a mass levy of all 
Canadians of sound body to repel an inva- 
sion of the country? Would they object 
to that?

A Shot From the Regulars 


Some of the electors in this constituency may 
not have noted one significant part of the speech 
which Brigadier Sutherland Brown delivered in 
the presence of Lieut.-Colonel George Drew at 
the Royal Victoria Theatre last Thursday night. 
This is what the Conservative candidate said: 

“The Parliament has been woefully weak 
in those who know about military, naval and 
air force matters. It is true there have been 
some ex-service mén in Parliament, but they 
are not soldiers in the true sense of the word. 
They are men who turned temporarily from 
civilian life to soldiering, and have not studied 
the higher strategy of war. I am the only pro- 
fessional soldier in the Dominion who is running 
‘as a candidate.” 

It is not for us to speculate on the effect 
this statement may have had on Dr. Manion. 
He comes indubitably within the category of 
those members of Parliament “who turned 
temporarily from civilian life to soldiering.”— 
Victoria Times. 

A False Analogy 

Tt is a very easy thing to say, as Col. George 

Drew does every night, that Great Britain has a 


national government and therefore Canada 
should have one, too, The trouble with the argu- 


. ment is that it is not true, and this is not altered 


by the fact that the British Government still 


contains many persons who were members of 
it when it really was a national government 
some eight and a half years ago. In politics, as in 
many other human activities, names linger on 
long after they have ceased to have real sig- 
nificance. 

The National Government in Britain came 
into being when the circumstances of the mom- 
ent created a political situation for which the 
ordinary working of the party system provided 
no immediate solution, This happens from time 
to time under normal parliamentary practice, 
just as it happened in Canada in 1917. In Britain 
the cause was the emergence of a financial 
crisis, The Labor party was in power, and split 
over the need and methods of action, In order to 
équip government with the needed strength to 
teach a solution without delay, party lines 
rapidly melted and a national government took 
shape. The buik of its following was Conserv- 
ative, but it contained both Liberal and Labor 
men who carried with them a substantial part 
of their parliamentary following. Moreover, it 
was organized under the leadership of the 
Prime Minister in office. 

Another argument put forward is that France 
has a national government and therefore Canada 
should have one, too. This is not true either. 
Premier Daladier’s ministry does not include 
members of all the chief political parties in 
France. It is a coalition, as French governments 
always are because of the larger number of 
groups in the Chamber of Deputies, But i¢ is no 
more a national government that the British, 
the Australian, the South African or the Can- 
adian.—Winnipeg Free Press. 


Not Helping Much 


It will be noticed that C.C.F. speakers now 
declare briefly, usually in one sentence, their 
support of the Allied cause. Mr. Coldwell did 
this on Monday night in his national broadcast. 
This is to offset the too abundant evidence that 
the C.C.F. is not much interested in the prosecu- 
tion of the war. Their speeches are devoted al- 
most entirely to criticism of the Government, to 
the new iniernational order to be established 
after the war, and to the virtues of socialism. 

The C.C.F. is supposed to be influenced by 
great principles. Principles of a most vital char- 
acter are involved in this war, but the C.C.F. 
speakers never refer to them. They are not 
pressing the Government to more vigorous or 
more efficient prosecution of the war, as the 
Labor party has been doing in Great Britain, and 
as the Conservative party has been doing in 
Canada. They show no appreciation of the fact 
that if victory is to be won, Canada must do her 
utmost to help bring that about. She certainly 
would not do so if she had no more interest in 
effective support for the Allied cause than is 
shown by the C.C.F. 

Mr. Coldwell referred at length to the social 
legislation of the Labor Government of New 
Zealand, but he had nothing to say of the 
splendid spirit shown by the same government 
in sending a large expeditionary force to the 
Near East, and in its other war preparations. 

The prospect is for a long war, calling for 
firmness and resolution in our people, forti- 
fied by conviction that our cause is right beyond 
all question. The C.C.F. is making almost no 
contribution to the strengthening of that national 
spirit.—Winnipeg Free Press.
